It can alao ha s<>»m <>n niuvit and 
oat land after threeUing by plowing, 
then making a good seed bed simi- 
lar to that prepared for wheat, af- 
ter whIeh sow and cover lightly 16 
pounds o( good- seed par aera, be- 
tween the SOth of August and the 
JOth of September. 

If the land is inclined to be thin, 
use two to four hundred poundn of 
acid phoephate per acre to Insure a 
large crop of clover.

aid and treated the wound until Dr. 
Guy Compton, the prison physician, 
was snmmoned from his home half 
a mile away. The three men took 

twenty-five stitches In Frank's neck. 
Dr. H. J. Rosenberg, the Frank fam- 
ily physician, arrived from Atlanta 
to-day with nurses. He said that, 
while the patient's condition was 
precarious^ he had a chance tor life. 

Mrs. Frank wa» In MlUedgerille 
at the home ot J. U. Baraa. 8b4 
was not told of the atttMlt oatll af- 
ter the physicians bad finished their 
work. She became hysterical, but 
later was calmed and waa taken to 
the prison hospital. 

The cut extends from the front of 
the neck around the left side to al- 
moet the middle Of the back of the 
neek. Neither the windpipe nor the 
spinal cord is hurt, but the Jugular 
vein Is partly severed. The phjrsi-' 
cinns' greatest fear to-night was 
that some of tlie stit'iies might slip, 
causing more loss of blood. 

Frank has benefited a great deal 
by the outdoor lite since being 
brought to the farm June II. 
Though a small man he always has 
had a rugged constitution knd that 
coupled with his exercise of the last 
three weeks ts iu his tavor, the 
doctors said. He to^k soaw nour- 
ishment to-day. 

Frank knew of the demonstratloos 
against the action o( Got. Slaton. 
whose term recently ezplrgd. In 
commuting his sentence, and also 
of threats to take him from the pris- 
on by force. Those who reached his 
side first aUer he was wounded be- 
lieve he had all this la mind when 
he said: 

"I guess they Have got me now." 
He did not . lose eonsolouaness and 
after being taken to the Rbspital 
asked that his assailant be for^ren. 

Creen waa sentenced from Colum- 
bus, (ia., for killing a muii iiaineil 
Kitchen. Shortly aft<<r tlie irinie a 
Jury inquired luto his iwnlty, but 
declared him saue. Saturday bu 
was helping to kill hoga with other 
prisonws. He concealed In his 
clothing the knife he used In the 
buteberlng, and later it Is. believed 
secreted it in his bunk.

A writer in World's Work recalls 
a notable incident of the Spanish 
American War which may bav^ 
caped (he memory of most Ameri- 
tans. Us reimblicatioa seems timely 
iu view of the present somewhat 
strained relations between Germany 
and the United States. The arttele 
is in part as follows: 

"Early in .May, 18'JS, Admiral 
Dewey's fleet sailed into Manila 
Bay, beat the Spaniards, an<l estali- 
iisbed a blockade. Soon afterward 
two English cruisers, a French 
cruiser, and a Japaaeee orulser, ap- 
peared and willingly- complied with 
the very reasonable regulations that 
the Admiral laid down to them. A 
day or two later a Cerman cruli-er, 
the Irene, appeared. She Ignored 
the American flagship and dropped 
anchor whrnre she chose. Admiral 
Dewey overlooked tha Ineldent aa 
due to carelessness or Ignorance. 
Next morning, another' Oermaa ship, 
the Cormoraa. arrived. A laaneh was 
seat to hall her and was Ignored. A 
rilOt was tireji iicrosii lier bow, I'or 
It was feared that she might be a 
dUguised Spafalsh ship. Then she 
came to and was boarded. Two days 
later, on Bar Utk, AdMrsl von 
piederich arrived l« his flagship, 
the Kaiserta Augusta. 

'.'By the middle of June there 
were Bve Rerman warships In port, 
two of them with a heavier displace- 
ment tlian any of the American ves- 
sels. 1 1 * iui. -.i^ .'\<lmlral Dewey 
records, an anxious time, owing to 
the possUne arrival ot another Span- 
ish fleet from Spain, and meanwhile 
the iibpertlnenee of the Oeroans 
increased. 

"Finally, trlthoat Admiral Dew- 
ey's permission, the Cermans landed 
men at .Marlvelcs Harbor for drill 
and took po si srion of the quaran- 
tine station at the ;inouth of the 
bay.
